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FOREWARD 



The famed painter Georgia O'Keefe once described 
her philosophy of painting as simply an attempt to fill 
a space in a beautiful way. In understatement, O'Keefe 
had cut through to the strength of formalist painting and 
to its ability to reach and satisfy that basic human quest 
for order. The paintings of William Martin Jean seem to 
extend the formalist thinking of the Constructivists of the 
early part of this century who drew power from geo¬ 
metric configuration. But unlike the Constructivists, Jean 
draws as well upon a remarkable ability to blend geo¬ 
metric rigidity with a far more classic or even 'academic' 
approach. In concept it is the structural painting 
tradition of Cezanne, Malevitch and Mondrian which 
inspires him, but in surface and touch it is the sensitivity 
of 19th century American Luminism. 

William Martin Jean is obviously an artist of re¬ 
markable skills who without the appeal and draw of 
narratives in his work is able to attract a large and en¬ 
thusiastic following. Over the years Butler Institute 
patrons have been able to follow the career of the artist 
by way of the summer Midyear shows, juried annuals 
which for one reason or another have been associated 
with traditional mainstream realist painting. It is a 
tribute to Jean's abilities that his non-objective works 
have been regularly included and further that they have 
been so well received within that conservative context. 
The success, I feel, lies in his enormous talent and for¬ 
malist skills and in his understanding that pure and 
thoughtful abstraction has the universal appeal of which 
Kandinsky intellectualized and which O'Keefe and 
Reinhardt regularly proved. 


We are proud to offer this exhibition to you. We are 
doubly proud since William Martin Jean lives and works 
in our region and maintains a continuing association 
with our Midyear shows. Once again the Butler Institute 
is able to assist in making the point that many of the 
most exceptional artists practicing in the United States 
today live and practice within a very short drive from 
the doors of this museum, which in fact was founded to 
encourage excellence in native American art. I truly 
believe that the founder would be pleased to know that 
the paintings of William Martin Jean are hanging in 
historic galleries which 70 years ago were dedicated to 
'American accomplishment in the visual arts.'

RECENT ART BY WILLIAM MARTIN JEAN 


Clearly, architecture has motivated the images in 
William Martin Jean's paintings. Indeed, he reports that 
monumental Pre-Columbian structures have influenced 
these motifs. At the same time, repeated over the sur¬ 
faces of his canvases, they create elegant, decorative 
patterns. This is not a perjorative term; all important art 
is to some degree decorative. The works of masters such 
as Giotto, Botticelli, Rubens, Gauguin, and Matisse 
demonstrate this truism. It is important that, like these 
artists, Jean suggests space and atmosphere along with 
the structural and decorative elements in his paintings. 

The architectonic character of these works depends 
upon simple geometrical images which often - but not 
always - resemble a stepped pyramid seen in silhouette. 
Such motifs are laid out according to an all-over linear 
grid of horizontal, vertical, and diagonal lines. 

The artist's initial decision involves the basic motif to 
be developed while its proportions are objectively deter¬ 
mined by the grid. Colors, however, result from subjec¬ 
tive choices. These along with the linear patterns create 
a richly embellished surface. Soft irregularities and 
nuances of tone are created by underpainting and glaz¬ 
ing with thin acrylic pigments - especially in background 
areas - which suggest atmospheric space around the 
architectural shapes. 

Thus, in a seeming paradox (which is common to 
most advanced art since Cezanne), Jean integrates flat, 
decorative surface patterns with suggested space and 
implied palpable forms. An overall grid functions as an 
a priori , intellectually devised control system. Within this 
mathematically ordered structure there is room for di¬ 
verse shapes, colors, and values which are determined 


by the artist's sensibility. The nuances evidence the hand 
and feelings of the artist while the ordered structure 
reflects his controlling intelligence. 

In addition to the paintings, Jean has recently made 
some elegant collages. A number of these are on paper 
and contain extraneous materials as well as freely 
painted areas; others include pieces of textile and stitch 
ing in decorative, linear patterns. The richly colored, 
patterned and textured surfaces often conform to a grid 
which contributes a symmetrical, ordered structure con¬ 
noting an air of timelessness and solemnity. 

Many of the smaller collages depend largely on 
decoration. A variety of textures, colors, drawn motifs 
and linear patterns stitched on a sewing machine enrich 
their surfaces. Metallic threads occasionally add luster 
to these eloquent and ornate abstract forms. 

On a larger scale, Jean has created collages involving 
images taken from photographs and reproductions of 
older works of art. Some of these establish intellectual 
and emotional tensions with the decorative aspects of 
the work. 

One of these, titled Crucified Image Series II employs 
a striking, black and white photograph of the upper 
torso of a young man with bowed head and extended 
arm. Set in in the center of a cruciform-like structure of 
decorated panels, this image seems calculated to pro¬ 
voke an emotional response from the viewer. Closer in¬ 
spection reveals it to be repeated in a sequence of four 
in a panel near the bottom of the collage. The central 
image is flanked by six black and white photographs- 
arrayed in two vertical rows - of members of the artist's 
family. The close values of these images render them 


unobtrusive within a ladder-like structure of red tape 
and delicately patterned panels. 

In these large collages, Jean has added a personal, 
expressive note to the predominately decorative char¬ 
acter of his paintings and smaller collages. It would be 
impertinent to try here to deduce the meanings of these 
works, suffice it to note that they have great visual and 
affective impact. 

Without suggesting any kind of comparison of their 
works, it is interesting that Jean has followed a course 
of development similar in some ways to that pioneered 
by Pablo Picasso. After forging a "language" of struc¬ 
tured, visual form, (as Picasso did during his early 
Cubist years), Jean has begun to use this "language" 
to articulate poetic, emotionally charged, personal state¬ 
ments (as Picasso did during the 1930s, culminating in 
the mural, The Bombardment of Guernica). 

Tensions between the elegant, beautifully rendered 
surfaces and the disquieting images are developed and 
synthesized by the symmetrical structure of geometrical 
shapes. 

In these latest works, Jean seems to have taken an 
important first step in a major development in his art.

ARTISTS STATEMENT 



During the last several years my work has continued 
to explore the pyramidal configuration. The early works 
in this area were extraordinary in their simplicity. Using 
pure linen upon which a grid was placed, I embellished 
the surface with lines, points, and close valued color 
areas to create works which evoked an architectonic 
quality. Though systems-based, the development of the 
work demanded a kind of broadening of technique 
which continued to explore subtle color relationships, 
line variance and proportional considerations. I have 
never regarded these as strictly hard edged. To me they 
have always been pervasively atmospheric and utterly 
dimensional; rising as they do from stimuli which include 
works of depth and subtlety, Chinese and Japanese 
screen painting, Roman frescos and mosaics and Proto- 
Renaissance paintings of certain masters. 

Architecture itself has been a directing force in devis¬ 
ing shape and texture. First hand investigation of Pre- 
Columbian structures not only helped to suggest image 
but also conveyed a sense of timelessness and monu- 
mentality. More recently, I have become involved with 
works on a more intimate scale. These works, often on 
paper, are developed by embroidering the surface with 
collage materials that weave a surface rich in color, pat¬ 
tern and texture. The inner vision that continues to guide 
me is the need to escape that sense of chaos - by crea¬ 
ting works which express order, solitude and balance.

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During the last three years I have been involved with works on 
paper utilizing shellac, stains and acrylic paint. The technique 
involves staining paper in a controlled manner, the application of 
a grid and the design of the piece inspired by architectural works, 
sites or fragments. The technique is only a means devised to 
create a play of surface textures and values in order to make some 
personal statements. The ancient architecture of Mycenae and 
Greece were the initial stimuli for the works; the broad entrance 
to the beehive tombs in Mycenae and the entrance to the fortress¬ 
like Palace attributed to the legendary king Agamemnon. It was in 
fact, the dry heat of the area, the romance of its history and the 
ancient walls that cried out for a new way to depict these 
structures covered in part by the sands of time. 

Architecture acts as the background for the lives that are played 
out within this space and its walls become marked by those lives 
and the history it serves. Even more so for this area identified 
as the cradle of our civilization. 

Recent works continue to challenge the play of movement, space and 
site and are never purely geometric but rather suggest atmosphere 
and light as is evident in the acrylic painting entitled, Verona. 
The golden transparency of its planes and simplicity attempts to 
create a monumentality and grandeur associated with this sun-lit 
Italian Renaissance city. Both "Substructure" and "Revolve" are 
works that deal with entrances that invite the viewer to become 
involved in the exterior and interior space. Tree House is a 
playful attempt to depict the complexity of the approach and the 
random structure of the unit. As in all these works there is a 
persistence in the play of shallow and deep space. In closing, I 
continue to believe that the artist grounded in the foundation of 
good craftsmanship and paying homage to the past needs to strike 
out and explore new ways of communication ideas.
